T would be difficult to imagine a more 
adventurous career than that of 
Lieutenant Hans Bringolf. His life—one 
long succession of events, some of which 
were the admirable exploits of a dis- 
tinguished diplomatist, while others were 
the underhand dealings of a common 
adventurer—savours strongly of the most 
sensational characters of fiction of the last 
century. Commencine his career as an 
officer in the Swiss Army, he became a 
brilliant Embassy Attaché in the capitals 
of Europe. Bringolf then, : the result of 
a financial crash and its subsequent 
scandals, was doomed to lead the life of 
an outcast and jail bird. 

His wanderings covered a vast area >! 
the world, and not the least unpleasant 
was his sojourn in the prison of La 
Guadalupe, in Lima, Peri, where the 
conditions, as described by the author, 
were surely the most appalling in existence. 
A contrast to this was his imprisonment 
at Mannheim, where he served a lon! 
sentence—only to emerge in time for the 
Great War. 

The period of the War. however, more 
than compensated him for his earlier mis 
fortunes, and his military record proved 
exceptionally good. sringolf eventual! 
was decorated with the Legion of Honour.

MARVELS OF 
‘SATURN. 


— i 
WHY IT RAINED. 


From Ovr ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT 
ERCURY is an evening star, but Sets 


too soon after the Sun to be readily 
visible. His time of setting does not 
differ much from 9 p.m. all the month. 
Venus is still a morning star, rising in 
the dawn a little more than an hour 
before sunrise. She may be visible,. just 
on the horizon in the North-East, about 
3 am. She has an unusually high 
Northern Declination about the middle of 
the month, which may make her more 
visible in Northern latitudes. She is in 
Gemini, not far from the stars Castor and 
Pollux. She is slowly approaching her 
Superior C Ha, which will occur in 
September. Mars sets between 10 and 11 
p.m. during most of July, but is now a 
rather inconspicuous object, and not easy 
to pick out in the twilight. . He mvwves 
from Leo into Virgo. Jupiter is in con- 
junction on the 25th, and invisible. 
Saturn is in opposition on the 10th, 
and will be visible all night long. His 
altitude will be small, since he is nearly 
22° South of the Equator. Observers in 
the Northern Hemisphere must, there- 
fore, make the most of the limited oppor- 
tunities of seeing the planet this year. 
Saturn is, indeed, the most wonderful of 
the planets, and no one who has enjoyed 
a good view of him, with an adequite 
telescope, will ever forget the signt. The 
rings have given work to the. best mathe- 
matical brains of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries, such as Laplace and 
Cierk Maxwell. The mathematicians 
showed conclusively that the rings could 
not be solid, nor could they be liquid. 
The conelusion reached by this process of 
elimination is that they must consist of 


dust—that is to say, dust in the cosmic 
sense. They are a stream of bodies akin | 
to meteorites, every particle behaving as 
an independent satellite of the planet, 
with its own orbit. The apparent solidity 
of the ring is like the apparent solidity 
of a jet of steam, which is only a rapid 
procession of vast numbers of minnte 
separate particles, each independent of its 
neighbours. With a sufficiently poweriul 
telescope, Saturn’s ring ig strikingly 
reminiscent of a smoke-stream, and there 
can be no doubt that the iinal mathe- 
matical analysis of it is the correct solu- 
tion of the problem it presents. As in 
the case of the calculations which located 


Neptune, this solution of the puzzle of 
Saturn’s rings was the work of a brilliant | 
Cambridge student. Moreover, the two 
events were linked together ‘n another 
way; for Clerk Maxweil’s demonstration 
was the Adams prize essay for 1657. 

THE MOON. 

Last Quarter on the 7th, at 11.52 p.m. 

New Moon on the 15th, at 12.20 p.in. 

First Quarter on the 22nd, at 5.16 a.m. 

Full Moon on the 29th, at 12.47 p.m. 
The Moon will be in conjunction with 
Saturn on the 1st, and again on the 28th; 
with Mercury on the 16th and with 
Mars on the 19th. The conjunction with 
Mars will result in an occultation of the 
planet. At Greenwich the planet will be 
hidden by the Moon from 2.51 p.m, till 
3.57. The time will be some ten minutes 
earlier in Ireland Althongh in full day- 
light, there will be no difficulty in obser 
ing this occnitation with a telescope; for 
\lars is quite easily visible in daylight 
with even a very moderate telescope. He 
comes next to Venus for davlight visibility. 
All that will be necessary will be to spot 
the crescent of the Moon, then four days 
old. about 2.30 p.m. on the 19th, and, 
getting her in the field of the telescope, to 
keep her in view, when Mars should be 
Before disappearance he 
will be off the concave side of the crescent, 
and after reappearance just off the convex 
side. The observer will, of course, remem- | 
ber that the planet will disappear at the 
dark limb, which will not be 
visible, even in the telescope, on a day- 
light sky. The outline of the bright limb 
must be followed in imagination through 
the invisible half of the circumference to 
locate the planet just before disappear- 
ance. The occultation will be nearly 
central in the South of Ireland and 
England, as is evident from its long dura- 
tion of six minutes over an hour. 

Another interesting occultation will be 
that of the bright star Spica, or Alpha 
Virginis, on the 21st. This will also be in 
davlight, though later in the evening, from 
7.14 p.m. to 8.9. Spica will, however, 
be quite easily visible with a fairly good 
telescope; and the Moon, then six days 
old, will conspicuous on the evening 
sky. The same precaution as before must 
he to look out at ten 
minutes before the Greenwich time of dis- 
appearance; and the further west the 
observer is situated in Ireland, the longer 
beforehand must be on the watch to 
avoid disappointment. 

THE SUN. 

The Earth is in aphelion, or at its 
greatest distance from the Sun, on the 6th. 
The light and heat we on the Earth 
as a whol the a little less how 
than at mid-winter: but for differ 
ence is much more than made up by the 
ter altitude and the much longer 
time which he spends above our horizon. 
THE STARS. : 

As in June, the stars this month are 
pale on the background of a continual 
twilight. Only the leading lights are 
visible. We shall find them as follows—at 
midnight on the 1st. at 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and at 10 p.m. on the 30th. 

Right on the meridian is Vega, and so 
high aloft as to seem almost in the zenith, 
though the star is nearly 15° short of the 
overhead point. Vega is nearly at the 
opposite point of the star-sphere to Sirius. 
We found, six months ago, that Sirius 1s 
just the meridian at midnight on 
January lst. He is also 16° south of the 
Equator, while Vega is 38° north of it. 

On the southern horizon is Sagittarius. 
which contains some fairly bright stars. 
The second magnitude star Sigma Sazgit- 
tarii may be seen glinting. low on the 
horizon, if the sky is clear enough. West 
wards are last month’s meridian constella- 
tions—Hercules, Corona, Ophinuchus, 
Serpens.

The camp is under the command of Colonel 
F. McCorley, with Captain and Adjutant 
Scammail, Second in Command. Major M. 
A. O'Connor is commanding the Dublin Uni- 
versity Detachment, and Captain 1.

Finner Camp, which is about two miles 
from Bundoran, has an ideal situation on the 
foothills rising from the coast. The chief 
aim of the camp, as explained by Colonel 
McCorley, was to give the troops instruc- 
that could not possibly be given in 
the city. About two hours each week is 
all that can be ‘devoted to military duties 
by Dublin students, and it is obvious that 
little can be achieved in this short time, The 
camp at Bundoran provides ample scope for 
training under preper conditions, and there 
is no doubt that the anthorities have de- 
velaped the possibilities of the camp to a 
nigh degree. 

DISCIPLINE AND ENTHUSIASM. 

Discipline ana enthusiasm are the main 
factors in the success of the camp. The 
weather to-day was far from ideal, but the 
activity of the camp was in no way 
diminished. Infantry training, musketry prac- 
tice, miniature range work and other phases 
of military training were in full swing. The 
day is a long one, but it is by no means 
too long. Zeveille is sounded at 6.30 a.m., 
and the first parade, which is in the nature 
of a roll call, is at 7 o’clock, after which 
breakfast is‘served. The morning parade 
for the commencement of work is at 8.45, and 
the various sections is carried on 
until 12.30, when a break is made for lunch. 
Work is resumed at 1.45, and continued until 
4 p.m., after which hour aJl in camp are 
free. This programme applies to every 
week-day, except Wednesday, on which day 
the afternoen is given up to organised sports, 
such as golf, tennis and swimming.

THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS.

Kennedy's resolution should be amended. He 
did not think it was, in its present form, a 
suitable resolution. He had drafted a resolu- 
tion deploring the growth of gambling in the 
country m recent years and the impetus 
given to it by the Hospitals Sweepstakes Act. 
He suggested that steps should be taken in 
every parish to deal with this menace to the 
moral and economic welfare of the com- 
munity. , Before calling on the Government 
to do anyihing in this matter they should, 
first of all, see what they could do in their 
own sphere to enlighten public opinion. 

A resolution, on the lines suggested by Dr. 
McNeice, was adopted unanimously.

He remarked in answer that the primary 
responsibility rested with the municipal 
and provincial authorities, but that the

IN DEFENCE OF. THE 
CUSTOMS. 


LORD MAYOR AND 
UNFAIR COMPLAINTS. 


Complaints of delay iméthe handling of goods | 
in transit by the Free State Customs were 
referred io by the Lord Mayor of Dublin 
(Senator Alfred Byrne) yesterday, when he 
opened the annual conference of the Associa- 
tion of Officers of Customs and Excise, held 
in the Gresham Hotel. 

He said that in every case where complaint 
had been made investigations had proved that 
such delays could not be attributed to any 
inefficiency on the part of the Customs 
officials. who carried out the admimistration 
of the regulations with the greatest regard to 
the interests of the trading community. 

Collecting as it did more than three-quarters 
of the national revenue, the Customs and 
Excise, he said, was the most important de- 
partment of the State. A State could not 
exist-if it did not possess an efhicient revenue 


| 
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service, and, what was more important, one 
free from corruption. It should be a source 
of great pride to the public that the Customs 
and Excise service of the Saorstat was both 
efficient, and incorrupt. 

He had read that some discontent existed 
in the Civil Service generally owing to the 
fall in the cost of living bonus. - He could 
only express the hope that that question 
would be amicably-settled in the immediat 
future. : 

Mr. Humphrey Kearns, President of the 
Association. who presided, congratulated the 
Lord Mayor on his re-election, and expressed 
the thanks of the Association for his attend- 
ance to open the meeting. 

THE WHITLEY SYSTEM. 

The Chairman went on to say that he had 
recently been the guest of the British Associa- 
tion at Cardiff, where he was informed that 
the Whitley System was a matter of dominant 
interest, particularly to visitors from America. 
The controlling grade in England was well 
represented at the conference and spoke in 
favour of “ Whitleyism.”’ He regretted that 
the Government of the Free State showed no 
inclination to adopt the system. They had 
the Civil Service Council here, but invariably 
the Department of Finance decided every- 
thing. 

Referring to the cost of living bonus, Mr. 
Kearns expressed regret that when the matter 
was raised in the Dail the Government refused 
to have an inquiry into it, on the grounds 
that there was nothing to inquire into. In| 
Great Britain. where the bonus was worked 
on an identical svstem. it was considered | 
necessary to have the whole system examined 
by a Roval Commission, and the report of 
that commission was expected shortly. 

The Lord Mayor recalled that the Whitley 
System was introduced in Britain. when he 
was a member of the House of Commons. He 
believed in that system, and if at any time in 
the future. he could do anything to promote | 
the efficiency and co-operation of the lower 
and the controlling grades by the Whitley 
Svstem, he would gladly help.

Mr. HOGAN, Mimister for Agriculture, 
moved two supplementary estimates—(1) 
£1.014 for the Royal College of Veterinary 
Surgeons; and (2) £34,000 for an extension 
ef creameries. 

The Minister explamed that the Royal 
College af Vetermary Surgeons, in conducting 
examinations for es m veterinary surgery, 
experienced a loss of £714. Under the recent 
agreement those losses were mentioned, and, 
as the examinations were entirely for the 
benefit of the students here, it was agreed to 
pay them £500 of that sum. They agreed 
also to pay the annual fees for 1930-31, which 
amounted to £514. 

The item of £34,000 was a new departure. 
It was proposed to establish creameries in 
areas where creameries did not exist. The 
justification for that «policy was that there 
were certaim areas in West Clare where large 
quantities of milk were turned mto home 
butter, involving a big loss to the farmers. 
In West Clare there was a big supply of milk 
over a wide area. It had been proposed to 
expend £34,000 in the purchase there of a 
oentral creamery. and the establishment of 
six or eight auxiliaries. 

In addition it was intended to provide joans 
to farmers to purchase cows, and it was hoped 
to recover the money with five per cent. in- 
terest from the supphers of milk. There were 
reasons why, if the people themselves estab- 
lished those creameries, they would not be a 
success. The main economic reason was thas 
they had not the same intensive milk supply 
in small areas such as they would have im 
County Limerick. He believed that the ex- 
periment could be made a success and 
extended to other parts.

PLAYING - FIELDS 
CONCESSION. 


On Section 88, which exempts certain 
companies from Corporation Profits Tax, 

Mr, MacENTEE said that he would like 
to hear the Minister give some solid reason 
why particular companies, such as public 
utility undertakings, were exempt from the 
operation of this tax. He did not see why 
such companies as the Gas or Tramway 
Companies, which virtually enjoyed a 
monopoly, should be so exempt while smaller 
struggling rivals had to bear the tax, 

The MINISTER said that he did not re- 
gard the Corporation Profits Tax as a good 
tax at afl, but it was one which gave them 
substantial revenve, and also give them 
revenue which be regarded as taking the 
place of death duties from foreign companies 
owning pruperty dere, but out of which the 
Free State Exchequer received ne death duties 
when the ownership in case of death passed 
from one person to another. Until some tax 
was devised to bring in the equivalent of 
death duties in respect of property owned by 
foreign companies here he thonght that the 
corporation profit tax should be paid.

Yester- 
day, at Wimbledon, Fraulein Cilly

‘heard is whether the paramount intention’ of 
the trusts created by Erasmus Smith was 
ce gs or educational. .

Kingsmill Moore and Mr. T. U. O’Dell (in- 
structed by Messrs. Darley, Orpen and 
Synnott) a red for the plaintiffs; Mr.

McGuckin (instructed by Messrs. O'Hanlon 
and Robinson) for the Attorney-General; Mr.

PRESB YTERIANS’ VIEW. 

Mr. Lavery, on behalf of the Roman 
Catholic poor of the estate, said that .the 
Sg should be clear, before he opened for 

is clients, in regard to Mr. Dickie appéaring 
for certain Presbyterians. The case that had 
been made was that the foundation was 
essentially Protestant. 

Mr, Justice Meredith said that Mr. Dickie 
could accept Mr. Jellett’s contention or bring 
out his own case. Mr. Dickie was. in fact. 
really another ‘plaintiff. - His lordship had 
taken up the position that they should hear 
the Presbyterian way of looking at it. 

Mr. Dickie said that it would have been 
different, if the. case had been developed on 
the lines of Mr. Jellett’s opening and confined 
to the period of Erasmus Smith’s life, but 
the whole history of the matter had been 
gone into. He had not seen a single docu- 
ment, as his application for them had been 
refused. He thought that Mr. Lavery should 
first make his case. 

Mr. Lavery said that. Mr. Dickie came in 
supporting the plaintiffs’ case, and also plead- 
ing that the foundation was a Presbyterian 
charity. His claim was essentially of the 
same character as that of the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—It may be that the 
ultimate point he hopes to reach may be the 
same as that of Mr. Jellett. 

Mr. Lavery contended that, if Mr. Dickie 
was to be heard, now was the time. ‘‘ Those 
who claim that this foundation is religious,” 
said Mr. Laverv, ‘‘ should be heard before | 
come along to show that it was not religious, 
but essentially educational. 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked did Mr. Dickie 
stand over or oppose Mr. Jellett. 

THE TRUST DEED. 

Mr. Dickie said that he was supporting Mr. 
Jellett’'s case to the extent of its being a 
Protestant charity, and he was further con- 
tending that the Court had not the power to 
go. outside what was in the trust deed.

That the Prime Minister had his per-

Peter. Kuerten,. the Dusseldorf ‘‘ mass- 
murderer,’’ was guillotined in the prison 
vard of the Knigeltutz Prison here at six 
o clock this morning. 

A Franciscan friar and two other priests 
spent the whole of the night in Kuerten’s 
cell, 

At four o'clock the condemned. man 
made his Confession, and afterwards 
received Holy Communion. 

Before handing him over to the execu- 
tioner, a prison officer asked: ‘‘ Peter 
Knerten, have you any wish?’ 

The man about to die answered in a 
calm, low voice, “ No.” In another second 
the executioner had let the knife fall and 
all was over. 

Besides the nine murders and seven 
attempts to murder, committed in the most 
revolting circumstances, Kuerten was con- 
victed of nearly one hundred other offences 
against. the laws of decency and moral 
order.

Mr, Justice Meredith said that Mr. Dickie 
could accept Mr. Jellett’s contention or bring 
out his own case.

Mr. Dickie came in 
supporting the plaintiffs’ case, and also plead- 
ing that the foundation was a Presbyterian 
charity. His claim was essentially of the 
same character as that of the plaintiffs. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—It may be that the 
ultimate point he hopes to reach may be the 
same as that of Mr. Jellett. 

Mr. Lavery contended that, if Mr. Dickie 
was to be heard, now was the time. ‘“‘ Those 
who claim that this foundation is religious,”’ 
said Mr. Lavery, “should be heard before | 
come along to show that it was not religious, 
but essentially educational. i 

Mr. Justice Meredith asked did Mr. Dickie 
stand over or oppose Mr. Jellett. 

THE TRUST DEED. 

Mr. Dickie said that he was supporting Mr. 
Jellett’s case to the extent of its being a 
Protestant charity, and he was further con- 
tending that the Court had not the pow>r to 
go. outside what was in the trust deed.

Mr. Dickie said that he would argue, first 
and foremost, that the, charity was Pro- 
testant, and that it was Presbyterian. The 
charter could not in any og. See vary what 
-was in the original deed of Erasmus Smith. 
This was a religious trust, and the only way 
in which his Tordship’s jurisdiction could 
come in was by a failure of the scheme, and 
a’ petition to have a scheme settled cy prés 
because the whole charity had failed. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—They could come in, 
if they had any doubt about the trusts, and 
have them ‘nterpreted, , 

Mr. Dickie subenitted that the’ foundation 
deed was the ruling document in the case, 
and the doctrine that it provided should be 
taught was the Confession of Faith, and pos, 
one was entitled to come into it who su 
mitted to that doctrine. 

Answering Mr .Justice Meredith, he said 
that he never made the case that it was a 
Presbyterian charity, but that it was a charity 
for anyone who would come in and submit to 
the doctrines and the teaching of the West- 
minster Confession of Faith, and that must 
be taught in the schools, and by people who 
believed in it. 

Mr, Justice Meredith—I thought you 
claimed that it was exclusively Presbyterian ? 

Mr. Dickie—Because you cannot get any- 
body to come in and have the teaching of 
the Shorter Catechism except Presbyterians, 
and that is the reason it is exclusively 
Presbyterian. 

Mr. Justice *Meredith—You say the man- 
datory provisions are the catechism of the 
Assembly of Divines——- 

Mr. Dickie—Certainly, and the Seriptures 
with it. 

This charity, said Mr. Dickie, was a private 
charity, created by a private aitinn, 
-whose intention in creating it was found in 
the foundation deed. 

Mr. Dickie had not concluded when the 
Court adjourned until to-day.
